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None of the references of record Green (US 2006/0107006), Stefik (US 2003/0208447), 
and Shen (US 6,61 1,850) teaches or suggests the claimed (Claims 1, 26 and 34) invention 
having, in addition to the other limitations in the claims, the limitation of "performing one or 
more remediation actions prior to or during a roll-back of the computer resource to the roll-back 
state if the roll-back state is not secure. . .wherein performing one or more remediation actions 
includes retrieving updated security definitions". 

Dependent claims are allowable because they depend from base claim.
